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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR L499, appHcant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-5, 7 and 9-20, drawn to a flexible printed circuit board. 
Group II, claim(s) 21-28, drawn to a method for producing a flexible printed circuit. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The special technical feature of "A flexible printed 
circuit board having a copper thin film made of copper or an alloy containing primarily copper 
and directly formed on at least one side of a plastic film substrate, wherein said copper thin film 
has a two-layer structure comprising a surface layer having a crystalline structure and a bottom 
layer having a polycrystalline structure formed between said surface layer and said plastic film 
substrate, said cooper thin fihn has an x-ray diffraction pattern in which an x-ray relative 
intensity ratio (200)/(l 1 1), that is a valued obtained by dividing a peak intensity of the crystal 
lattice plane index (200) by a peak intensity of the crystal lattice plane index (1 1 1), is 0.1 or less, 
and said bottom layer is configured as such that functional groups are generated on 

said plastic film substrate through plasma processing using mixture gas containing nitrogen, 
thereby forming metal made of copper or an alloy containing primarily copper, and then said 
metal and atoms constituting said plastic film substrate are chemically bonded." is obvious over 
JP 9-51 163 A and JP 2001-151916 A (See International Search Report). Consequently, the 
special technical feature does not provide a contribution over the prior art. 

3. A telephone call was made to WiUiam Schwarze on February 21, 2006 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not resuh in an election being made. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case.
